A Grasshopper Cure. 


The Wlonemncca Silver State of the 


13th instant says: 


"John Gnthrie informs us that there 


is scat cely a grasshopper to be seen on 
his ranch in Grass Valley, although 
there were millions of them in tbe vi 
cinity last Fall, and he knows that they 
deposited eggs in the ground before 
they disappeared. He is of tbe opinion 
that the Hheep running at large on Bis 
place during tbe Winter and Spring un- 
covered tbe grasshopper*' eggs ami 
saved his place from being devastated 
by them this Summer. -If this theory 
i* correct, and Mr. Gnthrie is confident 
that it in, the best way to get rid of tbe 
pests is to tnrii a flock of sheep on the 
ground where they have laid, tbeir eggs 
aud expose them to tbe frosts in Winter 
time." 


In this there is probably a hint that 


may lead to the elaboration of a plan 
tor the extermination of these insect 
pests, the grasshoppers. It 
appears 


that the eggs are deposited at a depth 
of only about an inch below 
the snr- 


uce of the ground. It is probable that 
tbe pawing up and tramping of the 
{round brought the eggs of the insects 
o the surface, where they dried np and 
perished or where they were tilled by 
the frost. 
* 


A ranchman on Trnckee Meadows in- 


orms the Enterprise that he last Fall 
>lowed up a piece of ground that he 
mew to be lull of grasshopper eggs, 
and very few of them batched ont last 
Spring. He also tritd the experiment 
of putting sheep on a patch of ground, 
hough at that time he had never heard 
of the "sheep cnre." 


He hnd observed that tbe hoppers 


were filling a certain patch of ground 
with their eggs, and while meditating a 
method of exterminating tbe brood thus 


planted bethought bim of incloi- 


ug tbe spot with a portable fence wbich 
te had ou his ranch and turning in a 
drove of sheep. While the plowing was 
mt a partial success the trampling of 
he sheep was perfectly successfnl.
